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as senior Valerie Boland sat watching her television on an unforgettable Tuesday, 
September 1 1 , the events she was watching hit close to home. She watched the 
World Trade Center fall to the ground, taking other buildings with it for blocks 
and, as she watched the Pentagon burning, she remembered how these buildings 
and Mocks stcxxl proud a mere six months before. 
"What if the terrorists had flown the plane into that building when I was in it?" 
was Boland's response to the events she was watching. "It was scary watching that huge building 
fall to the ground. I just remembered how I was in it a few months ago." 

Boland was one of the East students who had recently been in the World Trade Center 
buildings and in Washington D.C. She was among a handful of juniors who went on the UN 
Trip last spring, a one-week adventure during spring break that takes students into Washington 
D.C and New York. 

"When I think back on it, I don't think I really appreciated what I was seeing at the time," said 
senior Michael Weeks. "When I was on the trip, I didn't realize I was one of the last people to 
be inside those buildings and see everything before September 11." 

Whether appreciated or not, this annual trip took students through several historic sites in D.C. 
and NYC, including attending the Broadway production of "Les Miserables" and a trip to the 
Statue of Liberty in New York. Trips to the Lincoln, Washington and Jefferson monuments in 
D.C. were also included. 

"I liked seeing all of the monuments," said senior Katie Freel. "It was interesting to leam 
about all the tilings the presidents did in order to have a monument dedicated to them." 

The entire trip wasn't spent sightseeing and learning about our nation's history, however.

is common among all students at one time or another, in areas 
like cigarette smoking, alcoholism, drugs, fighting and sexual 
activity. Almost every student has had pressure from their peers to do at least one of them. 

"I have had a lot of friends pressuring me into doing things," said sophomore Courtney Chaplin. "I try to refuse it, but sometimes it's hard." 
According to the National Youth Tobacco Survey, one in four high school students are current smokers. Furthermore, most teenagers have 
tried their first cigarette before the age of eighteen. Studies have shown that teenagers who do not start smoking before the age of eighteen, most 
likely will never start. 

"I think that if you choose to smoke you are killing yourself, and those around you," said junior Francisco Luna. 

About 70% of high school students have tried alcohol at one point or another reported a recent survey found on the Internet, and with 
drinking also comes consequences including abuse, rape and injuries. 

"It s alright to try it, just as long as you do it responsibly and can accept the consequences if you get caught," said junior Kellie McFadden. 

Teenagers are growing up more and more quickly these days and with that may come their sexual activity. Fifty percent of high school 
students have had sexual intercourse, reported an Internet survey, and 16% have had four or more partners. Indulging in sexual behavior means 
being responsible for your actions, but only 58% of teenagers use condoms and 16% use some sort of other birth control. 

"If you can't handle the consequences don't do it [have sexual intercourse]," said junior Matthew Daugharthy. "You have to be mature 
enough to do it safely and be there when there are consequences." 

Since 1993, marijuana, crack and cocaine use has had a slight but steady decline, as shown in a recent study by the Partnership for a Drug- 
Free America. Although there is a decline, teenagers are still doing the drugs. Many of the drugs that teens are doing are called 'Gateway Drugs,' 
which are drugs or habits that teens or adults do. Those drugs or habits can then lead them to do even more dangerous drugs. 

Senior Pon Thipyothin agrees that if you do any kind of drug that there is a big chance for you to advance to more. 

"It's stupid to do drugs in the first place, it just sets you up to do more and then you get addicted," said Thipyothin.

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rtncipal Tom Lee stood before the sophomore class during the second 
week of school for the annual speech on the expectations for the year. The 
only people in front of the stage were vice-principals Gary Rourke and 
Alex Hanna, c< >unsel< >r Nancy Christy and Kym Nitcher. 

They all got their turn to lecture and inform, except Nitcher. Although 
she didn't give a speech, her role was still very imp( >rtant. She doesn't stack gang signals, 
but she relayed the speeches given by everyone else to a small group of students in the 
front row. 

The hard of hearing program had three teachers like Nitcher that assisted students at 
assemblies and in mainstream classes. 

" The students mainlv took mainstream classes f( >r subjects like technologv education, 
which weren't in < >ur hard of hearing program," said teacher Stacy Herrin. "There were 
some students that did very well in the mainstream classes, so they took classes that were 
in the curriculum anyway. W e really encourage this." 

There were only fifteen students in the program, so the grades were combined. The 
curriculum was based on what the students needed, but they couldn't offer a class for 
just one student. 

"( )ne semester we offered government and even' student, no matter what grade they 
were in, that hadn't taken it, did" said 1 lernn. "Almost all the courses were crunched into 
one semester." 

The limited classes offered were why the students sometimes had to take mainstream 
courses to meet class requirements. 

"I am bused to East from an hour away to be part of the hard of hearing program, 
but 1 still like to take the mainstream classes. Some classes I take are Algebra, W elding, 
and computer classes," said freshman Paul Shipman. 

Being deaf was not a requirement to get involved in the sign language program 
because there was also a class offered to hearing students interested in learning the 
language. 

" The first day, I wasn't sure if the teacher could hear because she didn't talk to us," 
said s< >ph« >m< >re Rob Shackelford. 

I lernn tried to avoid the old technique of showing the sign and saying the word. 

"By just signing and using other resources to get my message across, I tried to get 
students into a better environment for learning the language. It is almost like sending 
kids to Spain to learn Spanish, and it trains them to use their eyes," said I lernn. 

The class is not as big as in past years and is now only offered one semester. 

" The class was brand new four years ago so everyone was excited about it, but now 
the newness has worn off," said I lerrin. 

Smaller classes are not necessarily a negative; I lernn prefers to work with smaller 
groups. 

"I think working with a small group is a better learning experience. The main things 
I hope the students will leave with are: conversational sign skills, developed conversational 
strategies and an awareness and respect for deaf culture."

"The class is really hands-on," said senior Amanda Heckman. "You get all the experience of actual marketing and selling, so 
the responsibility is just something that goes along with that. It doesn't affect how you sell." 

Hansen sees the class as a "prerequisite to marketing" and thinks that most students leave the class having learned more than 
expected. 

Hansen said, "The kids are excited to learn and they get a lot out of their experiences." 

"The class really puts you out into the business world so you do gain a lot of experience," said senior Lindsie Beck. "It really 
prepares you for a job in marketing." 

Some of the best buyers of ads are East High alums. 

"The community and the alumni really support the book," said Heckman. 

"We're highly dependent on the community for financial help on producing a quality yearbook," said Hansen.

Exploring the high-schooler's brain 

learning about the human brain and how to figure out your own may not be 
something you'd find in a regular class, but in Fred Vanderley's classes, the abnormalities of 
the brain are all the students care to learn about. 

"The psychology and sociology classes are very helpful for everyday situations, plus they're 
interesting. They teach you how to deal with mean and annoying people that you normally 
wouldn't put up with," said senior Kati Bainter. " The classes also are great if you plan on 
pursuing something like this in the future, like a job in human relations." 

Vanderley says that past students who have pursued this as a career call him and tell him 
how helpful the class was, not just for their job, but for their life. 

"It's great to know that something that I had taught so long ago still stays with these 
people after they leave school, especially since most of it was them listening to me talk," he 
said. 

Besides sitting in a desk and hearing Vanderley lecture, the juniors and seniors who take 
the class do various activities, one of which they experimented with in late February. The 
students had to partner-up, cover their eyes and plug their noses, trusting their partner to 
stick a morsel of food in their mouth to see if they could identify what exactly it was. 

"It was weird," said senior Nicholle Axser. "We had to think instead of doing the 
obvious, like just looking at something to tell wheather or not we'd like it." 

The sociology class, which is offered first semester, studies how people act in groups, 
rather than individually. This class has also helped students see things more obviously in the 
school atmosphere. 

"ITiings like cliques are more clear to me, and now I understand why people flock to those 
groups," said Axser. 

The second semester psychology class is more in-depth. The students who choose to 
further their learning study things like their own brain and how it works. They also keep a 
journal, where they keep all their class work, things they do in groups, and their personal 
assessments, which they do about every three or four weeks. The personal assessments 
determine weather a person thinks with the left or right side of their brain, and identifying 
some of their personal traits. They also took a short I.Q. test. 

"I've gotten a lot out of this class," said senior Sara Evans. "Not only do we learn a lot 
about ourselves and others, but we have fun while doing it."

On average, a person spends 40 hours at work or school, 48 hours sleeping and 80 hours dealing with personal and 
family issues in a week, according to a video that teacher Donna Adams shows her classes. 
"Many college bound students avoid taking elective classes such as child development and adult living because they 
don't think it will help them for their future education," said Adams. 

Although these classes may not help in preparation for college, it helps prepare for college life. Adams classes teach students skills 
needed for the adult world they often meet after high school. The practical living skills from these classes are what make them 
different from similar classes offered at Central Campus. They are geared more toward related careers. 

Some seniors with empty space in their schedule take these classes and find them to provide information useful for both life and 
career plans.

"I have taken family consumer science classes since I was a freshman. Now, I have taken almost every class they offer," said 
sophomore Megan Brooks. "I stayed in the program because I liked how they were taught. The teachers really take time to explain 
everything and do a lot of work with individuals." 

It isn't just the type of knowledge you gain from these classes that is different, but the atmosphere, as well. Activities are verv 
hands-on; students do things such as researching "shaken baby syndrome" on the Internet and creating and presenting activities 
to preschoolers. 

"I like this class because we do a lot of projects and book work," said freshman Alicia Bowman. "It's nice to get away from the 
traditional classroom setting."

"The grant was given to us by Perkins. We used the money to buy new paint guns, welders and plasma 
cutters," said metals department teacher Jeff Jansen. 

The class hasn't received equipment in more than 10 years and hopes to get a larger upgrade when East is 
remodeled.

Learning to communicate 



There are various skills that one can acquire through Speech and I English classes. People learn to research, to perform different 
types of speeches and to make those cute little correction marks. But one not-so-realized skill that students attain is 
something they use every day: the ability to communicate. 
"English is a basic skills class really, with a lot to do with work achievements and learning how to communicate in life," said Knglish 
teacher Judy Rush. "1 think with both classes there are verbal and nonverbal forms of communication that happen." 
Speech is usually thought of as a verbal class; however, some see it differently. 

"I'm interested in the body language that happens during a speech," said Rush, who taught a Speech class second semester for the 
first time.

Third time's a charm 

nteractive Science is a science class that started last year with four sections. 
1 th ink the class is really fun," said freshman Amy Miller. 

Interactive Science, also called Integrated Science, is a mix of four science classes. The four are Earth Science, 
Biology, ( ihemistry and Physics. This class is worth one unit of credit for the whole year. 

"It is a gateway for all other high school science classes. The class is used to reinforce the science learned in 
middle school, so that the students can make an easier transition from middle school to high school science," 
said science teacher Janet Boyd. 

"I think it is really easy because it is fun," said freshman Alison Augspurger. 

The first official year of Interactive Science was in 2000, but the year before was a pilot year to test the class 
before it was adopted as an actual class. 

"I think that testing a class first is a good idea because it uncovers mistakes," said sophomore Andrew Carey. 

The initial students who have already taken Interactive Science have now moved on to the next level of science. 
The next classes to take include Rarth Science, Biology, and the more advanced Physics and Chemistry. 

"I think it really prepared me for Biology this year," said Carey. 

Some of the Interactive Science teachers teach other classes. One example of this is teacher Lowell Long, who 
is also a Biology teacher. 

"I enjoy teaching both Interactive Science and Biology," said Long. 

In the class the students do labs, watch videos and cover wide ranges of sciences. This science class is intended 
to give the student a strong background in all the sciences with an emphasis on lab work. 
"I enjoy doing the labs because they are fun and they are not bookwork," said Miller. 

One thing the teachers try and do to interest the students is to watch videos /movies. One example of this is 
the movie, (uittaca, because it is about genes and DNA. They also show videos about science to help make 
things interesting. 

Bill Nye the Science Guy is a video series used that covers a wide range of science topics and some smdents find 
it fun to watch. 

"I really enjoy watching movies because they are fun," said Augspurger. 

Classes did some of their labs outside, which is considered a field trip. At the beginning of the year, Boyd 
took her students outside to study the leaves that fell off the trees and matched them to the trees on the front 
lawn. Another time they studied architecture and drew the pillars and engravings that are around the school. 

"I think that going outside should be a requirement," said sophomore Tyler Hauf. "The whole point of the 
class is to interact with what you're learning about.

Students usually take Biology I in their sophomore year. In this class, students get to dissect fetal pigs. For 
students who don't like that thought, there is an alternative. 

"I refuse to dissect things. I'd rather fail. I just think it's gross and disgusting," said sophomore Rory Nagy. 
"Students really need to come in to class with an open mind. I understand that a lot of students don't want to dissect things, 
but they should give it a try," said science teacher Annette Ryun.

Biology focuses on other subjects as well. In Biology I students learn about bone structures, chromosomes and the heart. 

"It's an important class to take because we get to learn about things we've never studied before. We learn about different genetic 
diseases and how they are discovered. It's really interesting," said sophomore Alex Kitthikoune. 

"I think learning about the bone structure was hard. It took me a while to get the hang of it because some of the bones look 
alike and we had to piece them together," said Bryant. 

Students that enjoy Biology I have the choice to go on and take Biology II. In Biology II, students study diseases and viruses 
more closely. They produce Power Point projects and present them to the class. 

"It's a good class if you're willing to do the work. It is really worth it if you have an interest in Biology," said senior Jonna 
Eastcott. 

"We had a lot of discussions about diseases and were required to do a big project displaying almost everything about the disease 
we chose," said senior Tiffany Armintrout. 

Students in Biology 7 II dissect pigs, as they do in Biology I, but the tests are more thorough. 

"The teacher puts a pin in a certain organ, like the heart, and we have to write down what each organ is. Dissecting doesn't really 
bother me, except the smell. I guess you get used to it, though," said Eastcott. 

Biology I and II are both academic classes that are not required. Ryun suggests that to be successful in those classes, students 
should have good study skills, come to class and pay attention, do homework assignments, work and cooperate with lab members,

rom plants to animals, nature to environmental issues, the Botany, Zoology and Ecology 
classes gave students an in-depth look at the world around them. Each class was full of 
observation, experiments, trips and the little extras that make classes enjoyable for 
students. 

"Students benefit from the classes by a more hands-on approach that can be offered in a 
large biology setting," said science teacher Keri Frommelt. 

Students in Frommelt's zoology class took a field trip to the Omaha Zoo on December 14, 
for animal research, which students found to be a highlight of the year. 

"It was a lot of fun. We got to go around and observe all of the subjects we studied 
throughout the semester," said junior Adam Ezzio. 

In class, students raised hornworms from caterpillar to adult, kept an insect collection, and 
did various dissections. 

"Dissecting a shark was the best part of the class because we got to see all their internal 
organs," said Ezzio. 

Zoology took an in-depth look at the animal kingdom and botany covers the plant kingdom, 
said Frommelt. In Botany, students raised houseplants, radishes, designed a landscape, planted 
the courtyard, did a plant collection and a tree project and took a field trip to the Botanical 
Center. 

"I signed up for the class so I could learn how to garden and how plants work," said junior 
Chelsea Pickett. "I was the first person ever to kill their houseplant in the first week." 

Ezzio said the fact that these classes are different and a step beyond normal science make 
them worth taking. 

"The word 'ecology' sounded interesting," said sophomore Desirai Wright. 

In the Ecology class, students studied topics such as limiting factors in biomes, nutrient 
cycles, evolution, adaptation, natural selection and population biology. 

"I varied the assignments and expected students to think," said science teacher Debbie 
Neustadt. 

The course goes bevond ecology, into environmental issues and citizen action. Some of 
these topics were biodiversity, air and water pollution, toxic substances and population. 

"We took short trips based on what the students like to do," said Neustadt. "We also went 
to the Capital to find out what issues were being discussed." 

Neustadt also said smdents who like studying nature, plants and animals will enjoy ecology. 
"We had a lot of fun," said W right. "I would suggest the class to anyone."

( ihemistry teacher Maureen Griffin said that students sometimes think of 
the class as hard instead of challenging. 

"I act like this is the only chemistry class a student will ever take. I want students to be 
prepared for future classes they might take in college, and if they do, be where they need to 
be," said Griffin. 

The class is just like any other class because homework is given four of five days a week, 
but students appreciate the extra help which Griffin is willing to give. 

"Mrs. Griffin likes to help students understand what they are learning in class. She wants 
her students to succeed," said sophomore Katie Ring. 

Students participate in some fun activities throughout the year, also. One is to make an 
atomic timeline of the theory of the atom. Students research many different scientists to 
discover where their theory or contribution fits in history. 

"I liked making the timeline because it gave me a chance to learn about what each scientist 
gave to the atomic theory," said senior Natalie Plummer. 

Another is to calculate the weights of certain isotopes or (variations of elements). Griffin 
created the element 'Kminemium' using M&M's. She then gave each color a certain weight in 
which students used to calculate the overall weight of the element. In the precautions section 
of the activity students were warned that too much consumption of Eminemium would 
lead to zits or stomach aches! 

"Of course, I liked the M&M lab because after we were done calculating the data, the 
M&Nfs were in my belly!" said junior Tarry Heckathorn. 

Later in the course students are able to work with students from other schools throughout 
the state with the help of the Iow a Cable Network or (ICN). The ICN consists of fiber-optic 
lines underneath the ground that transfer phone and video information. Students worked 
with other students from different schools on labs and discussions using the network. 

Griffin said that by studying with other schools, students found out that they have the 
same struggles as other students do with the course. 

"It didn't matter what school we worked with, big or small, all the students had the same 
difficulties. Students here realized that just because they go to a bigger school doesn't make 



them different," Griffin said.

o students really look forward to going to school every day, sitting in class, taking notes and tests? Are students really 
interested in teachers' lectures and are there always lots of questions? American government teacher Stan Thompson 
has seen all this and interest in his class has improved over past years 
"The students are more conscientious of what's going on around them and also have a lot of questions concerning our government," 
said Thompson. 

Although most Americans agree that the terrorist attack which occurred on September 1 1* and the events following have had 
few good results, American Government and economic teachers, along with students, agree that it has helped in these classes. 

Economics teacher James VanTuyl said, "Since the terrorism has slowed down the economy it allows the class to look at and 
read real world examples of how the economy works. It makes it easier to explain what's going on in our economy and the students 
care because it affects their habits and plans." 

Real world issues, such as the effect on airlines having to close resulting in losing stock and possible bankruptcy as a result of the 
terrorism, have helped saidents in understanding the stock market and business in general. 

"It helped me understand the stock market, the value of money and how those relate to what consumers want," said senior 
Ryan McDonald. "The airline situation has been an example of how a company can be successful or easily broken. I think that the 
information from this class has helped in preparing us for the business world. " 

Thompson's class took about 5-10 minutes each period to bring the class up-to-date daily on what was happening and talk 
about it. He says it is easier to talk about the different branches of government when they are in the news every day. 

"I enjoy getting to debate and learn about current political issues," said senior Amber Swacker, "and the class discussions help 
in understanding what I hear in the news." 

Group discussions improved student interest not only because they were a chance to learn about current events, but because they 
also gave a chance to relate to things. 

"Recent events and class have shown me the important role of everyone and how crucial it is to be involved and have a say in 
important issues."' said sen u >r Rebecca Rodrigues

H I avc you ever wondered what Peopel RE. is and why the gym was closed off during the lunch hours 
| twice a week? I f s< >. read i >n. 

"Peopel P.E. is an acronym that stands for Physical Education Opportunity Program for Exceptional Learners," 
said special education associate Rhonda Anderson. "The program has to be adaptive because the students that 
participate in it aren't as physically able to do things other students can do." 

"It's important to know that Peopel PH. is not just for special education students; other students are in it, 
too," said Peopel PPL. teacher Joyce Vickroy. 

Students in the program go to the small gym and pool areas to participate every Tuesday and Thursday 
during lunch time. 

Terrie Fenstermann and Vickroy are the teachers that govern the gym classes. 

"This is my second year working with the program. I've never worked with the special education students 
before so I didn't know what to expect," said Fenstermann. "They are very easy to work with because they have 
a lot of energy and love to play games." 

Along with Fenstermann, Vickroy and Anderson, there were many students that acted as peer helpers in the 
program. Sophomore David Curtis w as already familiar with the program. 

"I started as a peer helper at the beginning of this year. My older 
brother was a peer helper, so I thought I would become one, too," said 
( Aims. "It's a great program and I plan to be a helper until I graduate." 

Even though the program has had many helpers this year, they 
sometimes had problems trying to recruit students. 

"Sometimes it's hard to get any students because not many people 
know about the program or some just don't want to help," said 
Fenstermann. 

"The biggest problem I'd say would be schedule conflicts. The program 
is during fifth hour lunches, so some students don't want to part with 
their friends," said Vickroy.

We shuddered as they 
replayed the secoid plane crashing into the second tower; we cried as we began to 
understand that the buiMings were not jast damaged, btit destroyed: we were ia total 
disbelief as wclearnedthatwewereexperiencingoncefthe most horrendous days 

On the mast beautiful day since classes had started, something 
dramatic had happened, and ourlives were changing; our liveswotid never be the same.

Everyone ii the eity is still in dismay and disbelief. There was a midnight vigil oi 
the steps of the university library on Tuesday night and there have been prayer 
serviees, sock collections volunteer sign ups and everything imaginable to help ii 
some way on this campus. 

While the towers are new gone, the consensus in the eity is that we will survive, 
we will come ant an top. It Is like the spirit of a downtrodden man, who, thoagh 
beaten, fights with all of his might to rebuild and win. 
I wake up every morning wanting to look out my window and see the towers again, 
wanting to see those symbols of America rising to the sky. But every morning I am 
instead reminded of the world that we live in. a world that is not daisies and roses, 
but a world where there is great evil and terror. 
The two towers that I saw last an September II will never be erased from my mind 
and I will always remember the smoke from the towers, the pictures at televisian and the silenee 
of the people. It is okay that I will never be able ta forget; I Just wish that I would wake np saan.

issue of science versus religion, 
has been a major scientific 
advance in the United States 
throughout the year. So far, this 
research has been linked into 
helping with spinal cord injuries, Alzheimer's, Parkinson's 
I disease, cardiac problems and diabetes. 

Researchers have found it possible to put genes into 
blood stem cells to fight cancer and boost the immune 
system for transplants and surgeries. 

Experiments have concluded that stem cells can stop 
Parkinson's symptoms in rats and help keep the body from 
rejecting organs in transplants.

There are three types of anthrax: skin, intestina and lempel-luttk, which iuuna*aAonnd the inn 
inhalation. In all cases, anthrax is a bacterial infection, e4M^33ueaAA 
sometimes existing in the form of a spore which allows the 
bacterium to survive in the environment 

What are the SYMPTOMS? 

Hn skin anthrax, a lesion appears on the skin. It's not 

usually painful and sometimes can itch, but can cause blood 

poisoning if left untreated. 95% of skin anthrax cases 

aren't fatal, since it's easily treated with antibiotics. 

Intestinal anthrax is equivalent to food poisoning. It can 

cause fever and blood poisoning. Inhalation and intestinal 

anthrax are often fatal. They can be treated with 
■ antibiotics if caught in early stages, but is often hard to 1 
'identify because symptoms are similar to other illnesses. ' 

How is it SPREAD? fck I 

Generally, anthrax is seen among people working with ^wSS 
animals and animal products. Skin anthrax can be spread by direct contact with infected skin/tissues. Inhalation anthrax can be 
spread by breathing in the anthrax spores. Intestinal anthrax can be contracted by swallowing spores in contaminated meats. 
Although it is possible to spread anthrax from person to person, it is rare and doesn't happen in the airborne form. 

What k in ds of PRE VENTION and TREATMENTS are out there? 

i There's an anthrax vaccination, but this is recommended for those at a higher r^k and" 
not for the general public. Depending on which stage the anthrax is discovered, 
antibiotics can be a sufficient treatment.^^^^ 

Why would TERRORISTS use anthrax as a THREAT?^ 

Anthrax is cheap to produce in large quantities. It's also quite stable, and there's
